Teachers/educators/parents: 


1. Distribute the template to students and allow students to express why clean air is important to them personally through 
drawing, writing, or a combination of both. 

2. Scanortake photographs of the completed templates. 

3. On your personal or organization's social media accounts at any time between April 4 and May 4, 2020, post your students’ 
work, making sure to include the ¥AQAW2020 hashtag on the text of the post. You may choose to either post selected 
individual pictures, or you may upload a group of pictures to an album.

Students:

2. Scanorsnap a picture of your work. 

3. Post (or ask someone to help you post) the photo on a social media account at any time between April 4 and May 4, 2020.
